FDA wants to make cookies and pizza heaithier

WASHINGTON The Food and Drug Administration on Thursday proposed ban- 
ning artificial trans fats in processed food ranging from cookies to frozen pizza, 
citing the risk of heart disease. 

Partially hydrogenated oils, which are the primary dietary source of the fats, have 
been shown to raise “bad” cholesterol. Reducing the use of trans fats could prevent 
20,000 heart attacks and 7,000 deaths from heart disease a year, the FDA said. 

“While consumption of potentially harmful artificial trans fat has declined 
over the last two decades in the United States, current intake remains a significant 
public health concern,” FDA Commissioner Margaret Hamburg said. 

Public health advocates welcomed the move. 

‘Artificial trans fat is a uniquely powerful promoter of heart disease, and to- 
day’s announcement will hasten its eventual disappearance from the food supply” 
Michael Jacobson, executive director of the non-profit Center for Science in the 
Public Interest said. 

The FDA’s proposal is not the first public effort to ban trans fats. New %rk 
City banned the use of trans fats in restaurants, and many restaurants and fast 
food chains, including McDonald’s Corp., have eliminated them.

Pop culture never really forgot about space 
exploration, Thompson said, noting the pe- 
rennial popularity of sci-fi series such as “Bat- 
tlestar Galactica” and “Star Trek.” But movies 
like “Gravity” advances in commercial space 
flight and missions to Mars have shifted in- 
terest away from science fiction to actual sci- 
ence, he said. And those developments have 
helped repair NASA’s reputation, which took 
a beating during some unsuccessful times. 

“Instead of getting stories about broken 
Hubble telescopes and stuck rovers, we have 
pictures coming down from Mars,” Thomp- 
son said. 

But don’t expect the buzz generated by 
“Gravity” to translate to the next genera- 
tion of hopeful astronauts, Thomp- 
son warned. 

“Take lo kids that leave ‘Grav- 
ity’ having seen a new vision of 
their future, and nine of them 
[will say}, ‘I want to make 
movies like that.’ ” 

For aU its success, the film 
has received criticism. After 
it debuted, Tyson took to his 
Twitter account to blast what he 
says are scientific inaccuracies in 
the film. His beefs included why San- 
dra BuUock’s character’s hair failed to floai 
in zero gravity why a medical doctor was ser- 
vicing the Hubble Space Telescope and satel- 
lites that orbited in the wrong direction. Even 
former astronaut Scott Parazynski took his 
jabs at the film in an interview with Vulture. 

Mark Hammergren, an astronomer with 
Adler Planetarium, says he understands the 
critiques but is happy the film has captivated 


mass interest in his line of work. 

“{The criticism] reinforces the stereo- 
type— the negative stereotype— of the geek,” 
he said. “Nobody goes into ‘Gravity’ thinking 
these are how things really operate.” 

Instead, Hammergren said he’s excited 
to see space take the spotlight. He gives 
the example of Bobak Ferdowsi, the young, 
mohawked mission planner for Mars Curios- 
ity, as a case study in increased interest in as- 
troscience. After the successful landing, Fer- 
dowsi’s image went viral, prompting entire 
Tumblrs dedicated to him and even getting 
President Obama to refer to him as “Mohawk 
Guy” 

“It’s a little dismaying for him being trotted 
out as being unusual for a scientist,” Ham- 
mergren said. “But it kind of breaks down the 
stereotypes, and I am all for that.” 

It’s becoming cooler and cooler to be a 
nerd, and Hammergren is seeing his line of 
work only getting more attention. 
‘At some point, it became 
not only socially accept- 
able, but hip to be a 
geek,” he said. ‘And 
space is coming right 
along with that.”

Trestman says Cutler 
worked 'lAfl' on rehab

Thanks for the win over the Packers, Josh 
Me Gown, but Jay Cutler will take it from 
here. 

Cutler participated inThursda/s prac- 
tice, and coach Marc Trestman said the 
Bears quarterback has been medically 
cleared to play and expects him to start 
Sunday against Detroit. 

“He’s cleared to play so he’s going to 
play,” Trestman said. 

Trestman said Cutler had an “excellent” 
practice, the latest step in his recovery 
from the torn left groin muscle he suffered 
Oct. 20. Trestman said Cutler took all the 
snaps during practice and “did everything.” 

Trestman said Cutler worked “24/7” on 
his rehab, and his rapid comeback from 
what was expected to be at least a four- 
week absence is exactly what was predict- 
ed by Bears receiver Brandon Marshall. 

“There was a critical amount of hard 
work and effort he put in,” Trestman 
said. “It says a lot about his commitment 
to the team.” 

Cutler said of his rehab, “We stayed on 
it. We did a lot of soft-tissue work. ... We 
threw a lot at it.” 

Cutler tipped his cap to backup Josh 
McCown, saying, “He did an unbeliev- 
able job. If you ask the guys in the locker 
room, no one is really surprised.” 

Asked whether Cutler would be limit- 
ed in what he could do, Trestman said, “If 
he couldn’t do everything, he wouldn’t be 
out there. We would never put him out 
there if he was not cleared.” 

Cutler concurred: “If I wasn’t 100 per- 
cent ... I wouldn’t have been practicing 
today” 

As for preparing for Ndamukong Suh 
and the Lions’ pass rush. Cutler said, 
“Once you get in the game, it’s reactionary 
stuff We tried to mimic that. I feel ready” 

In seven games this season. Cutler has 
1,658 yards passing, 12 touchdowns and 
seven interceptions. His backup. Josh 
McCown, has thrown for 476 yards and 
three scores with no picks. McCown 
threw for 272 yards and two TDs against 
Green Bay on Monday

Though they are now prevalent, most of 
these meat platters are formulaic: a trio of 
meats, some circles of sausage, a few slices 
of grilled sourdough and maybe a mustard, 
a pickle or some jam. Often only one of the 
meats or pickles, or none, is made in-house. 

And then there’s the boucherie board ($22) 
at southern-focused Big Jones in Anderson- 
ville. It’s a smorgasbord of house-made pick- 
les, jams, mustards, mayo, cured meats, fresh- 
baked breads and crackers. The detail and 
abundance on this plate is emblematic of the 
fastidious nature of its chef, Paul Fehribach. 
Though pimento cheese and fried chicken 
are all over now, when Fehribach opened Big 
Jones in 2008, some of his biggest competi- 
tion for southern cooking was Popeyes and 
^X^shbone. Unlike some of the trend-hopping

Big Jones, you coxxld read about how Fehri- 
bach discovered and crafted the plate on his 
blog at bigjoneschicagoxom. 

Fehribach’s boucherie board is just as 
detailed and well-crafted as that etouffee. 

He butchers whole hogs from Indiana’s 
Gunthorp Farms. He renders down a whole 
hog’s head, mixes the meat from the cheeks 
and the snout with a heavy dose of red wine 
vinegar and a Chinese five-spice-Hke mixture 
heavy on nutmeg, star anise and chunky 
whole peppercorns. The resulting fromage 
de tete de cochon pate is silky and pungent, 
sharp and spicy like no other in town. 

Fehribach also takes more of that Gun- 
thorp pork, heavily spices it with paprika and 
garlic, stuffs it into beef casings and smokes 
it over pecan wood for 4 to 5 hours until he

The meats are accompanied by thick 
swooshes of homemade aioli, pureed deviled 
egg and sweet dollops of house-made quince 
or huckleberry jam. In the spring, there are 
pickles made with ramps and fiddlehead 
ferns, and in the late summer and fall, pickled 
watermelon rind, wax beans and pearl onion. 
There is always a sweet and tangy chow chow 
(a pickled vegetable relish often made with 
cabbage, onion and carrot) and vinegar- 
spiked okra. There’s a bourbon-brown sugar 
mustard on the board, too. 

To carry all the meats and spreads, you’ll 
find house-baked rye slices, freshly baked 
crackers (based on a recipe of the legendary

southern cook Edna Lewis) crusted with 
benne (an African seed found in the south 
that’s an antecedent to sesame seeds) and 
springy Sally Lunn white bread. 

The last time I had the board, there were 
16 different elements on it and every single 
one of them was made in-house. I can’t get 
enough of this kind of detail and craft, but 
yet I can’t help but think Fehribach is a little 
crazy to do all that work. Surely he could 
get away with buying a pickle or preserve to 
make a little more profit? “Sometimes my 
ambition is greater than it should be,” he 
said. “But I always tell people if I were in this 
for the money, I would have gone into invest- 
ment baking and stolen it.” He added, “We’ve 
been profoundly disserved by the crumbling 
of American food culture. If or when my 
work is done, whether it’s next year or 20 
years from now, what I hope I’ve done is pre- 
serve, protect and cultivate {that culture].”

cuisine at newly opene(d Dusek’s 
tren(ds more towar(d upscale bar 
fare, featuring (dishes such as a 
grille(d Juicy Lucy burger with 
bacon marmala(de ($14) and duck 
wings with hot sauce. Among such 
offerings, the Moroccan spiced 
vegetable tagine ($17) feels a bit 
out of place, with dried fruit mixed 
into chermoula-spiced feta. This 
North African-style stew is served 
in a traditional tagine pulled from 
the restaurant’s brick oven, and 
once opened tableside, the pot 
releases the steamy, spicy and 
herbal aroma from the chermoula. 
While the earthy sauce and dried 
fruits aren’t commonly paired 
with beer, the combination works 
surprisingly well with Dusek’s bev- 
erage list. The heartiness of the 
stew and the mound of couscous 
make this quite filling, so it’s ideal 
for sharing at the table or taking

War gets between 
kissing cousins

2013 stinJcers for 
long during “How I 
Live Now,” which in 
its first 15 minutes 
features her char- 
acter blabbering in 
voiceover (“The Host”), insisting on being 
called Daisy (“Violet and Daisy”) and being 
aslced if she’s a vampire (“Byzantium”). That’s 
almost too coincidental to be a coincidence. 

“How I Live Now” registers as the best 
of the lot, but that’s faint praise. Grumpy, 
anti-social Daisy (Ronan) calls her dad a 
{bleep}, and she seems to be right: He sends 
her to live with her stepcousins in the English 
countryside despite the widespread military 
presence and bombings talcing place in this 
near-future world. Eddie (George MacKay), 
who kind of looks like Ron Weasley if he’d 
grown up handsomer, takes an interest in 
Daisy— when he’s not healing a hawk with a 
broken wing and communicating with cows 
or something. Based on the pair’s minimal 
interactions, it seems this guy probably 
would take an interest in any teenage girl 
who showed up. 

After a nuclear bomb kills thousands 
in London— prompting Eddie’s younger 
sister. Piper (Harley Bird), to ask, “What’s a 
nucular?”— the young family members hole 
up together until gunfire and soldiers divide 


them. Will Daisy and Piper find their way 
back to Eddie and his brother, Isaac (Tom 
Holland), before anyone is killed? Or at 
least before Daisy freaks out at her young 
companion, who doesn’t want to walk day in 
and day out? 

Ronan’s long journey on foot somewhat 
recalls the superior “The Way Back,” though 
Daisy gradually opening up to the world and 
taking responsibility for her family registers 
as the film’s only effective emotional com- 
ponent. Director Kevin Macdonald (“The 
Last King of Scotland”) and a trio of writers 
adapt Meg Rosoff’s novel without justifying 
(to those who haven’t read it, like myself) the 
romantically tinged view of kids during war- 
time for a story that’s totally apolitical. “How 
I Live Now” contains no information about 
the largely unseen enemy, but this seems like 
an oversight rather than a choice. 

Something the writers should have chosen 
is to not end the movie— MINI- SPOILER 
ALERT SORT OE —with a voiceover from 
Daisy saying how she lives now. Don’t include 
the title of the movie in the last line that’s 
spoken! You wouldn’t want “Star Wars” to 
end with Luke saying in voiceover, “Well, 
those were some wild star wars.”

Chicagoans direct 
a bummer film 


As riveting as it 
sounds, “The Motel 
Life” fits snugly into 
the moody nook that 
film festivals save for 
forgettable downers 
with recognizable 
faces. 

In this bleak drama set around Reno, 

Nev, Frank (Emile Hirsch) long has looked 
after his older brother, Jerry Lee (Stephen 
Dorff). They live the kind of down-and-out 
existances hidden behind brown curtains, 
too many bottles and songs that could use 
a drink of their own. When Jerry Lee gets 
Frank out of bed in the middle of the night, 
panicking after accidentally killing a child 
in a hit-and-run, Frank does what he can to 
help. His brother, who lost part of his leg 
years ago, soon takes off and shoots himself 
in his bad leg, landing in the hospital and 
fearing jail time for vehicular manslaughter. 

Based on Willy Vlautin’s novel and 
directed by Chicago native brothers Gabe 
and Alan Polsky this humorless film wants 
to unfold with the profound anguish of the

blues. Instead, it feels like someone who just 
picked up a guitar and hasn’t found a way 
to make his story crackle. The best parts 
of the film occur when Frank tells Jerry 
Lee exaggerated stories— about homicidal 
pirates and beautiful, available women— that 
appear on screen in lively animated fashion. 
For these guys, the past and the imagination 
are far better than the present, and the film’s 
watchability follows suit. 

Despite looking even younger than the 
actors’ nine-year age difference, Dakota 
Fanning turns up as Frank’s ex in an 
underwritten but similarly dismal subplot. 

The Polskys strive to tap into a firm 
family bond that holds in hard times and 
people who struggle not to fold when dealt 
an unfortunate hand. What they deliver, 
though, feels like well-performed acting 
practice and a woeful tale that sometimes 
can’t distinguish human error from bad luck.

When Thor (Chris 
Hemsworth) first 
appears in “Thor: The 
Dark World,” he’s

“The Dark World,” Thor, his mighty torso 
and his powerful-enough-to-turn-anyone- 
into-a-badass weapon lack vulnerability Fans 
may say “But he’d risk his life for Jane (Natalie 
Portman)!” These movies make me think how

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lovely Thor and Jane’s kids would be, but not 
how majestically dreamy their bond is. 

Following his previous battle with the 
underwhelming Frost Giants, Thor now copes 
with Dark Elves who return in pursuit of 
aether, an evil power that looks like possessed, 
flying red wine. Seriously this is the main 
villain and the world-destroying force at work. 
The film also grows complicated rather than 
engrossing as multiple worlds move toward 
the convergence they achieve every 5,000 
years. That unlikely coincidence isn’t the only 
bad luck here: Thor’s throne-craving bro Loki 
(Tom Hiddleston) was the juiciest character in 
“The Avengers,” but he spends much of “The 
Dark World” in jail. It’s as rewarding as when 
Lisbeth Salander lay around in bed in “The 
Girl Who Kicked the Hornet’s Next.” 

Better used in a small dose is one of the 
Avengers (no, I won’t ruin who) in a brief, 
self-parodying cameo; it’s the film’s most 



effortlessly fun moment. Otherwise, a few 
strong images from new director Alan Taylor 
notwithstanding, “The Dark World” be- 
comes the latest expensive approximation of 
entertainment that equates destruction with 
eye-popping splendor. 

And none of the script’s semi-funny mo- 
ments involve Kat Dennings (returning as 
Jane’s snarky assistant), who again clearly 
thinks she’s hilarious but registers only as 
obnoxious. How this annoying one-trick pony 
continues to get work I have no idea.

Don’t mess with 
McConaughey 


The Matthew Mc- 
Conaughey of “Dallas 
Buyers Club” is not 
the muscular, Mr. “all 
right all right all right” 
of “Magic Mike,” a 
performance that 
contained expert and 
under-appreciated depth beneath the bluster. 
As real-life activist and AIDS patient Ron 
Woodroof, McConaughey looks thin. Small. 
He reportedly lost close to 40 pounds for 
the role, which isn’t Christian Bale-in-“The 
Machinist” gaunt, but it’s not far from it. 

When the film begins in July 1985, Ron is 
contributing next to nothing to society He’s 
a minimally employed electrician and part- 
time rodeo bull rider, running away from 
lost bets and sleeping with anyone who’s 
interested. Then, a shock: He tests positive 
for HIV. Denial becomes devastation as the 
rider becomes the ridden. But you know 
what happens when you mess with the bull. 

At its core, “Dallas Buyers Club” is a story 
about shifting priorities and challenging the 
unchallengeable. Ron, a proud homophobe 
and racist fond of the six-letter F-word, 
would be the last person you’d expect to part- 
ner with Rayon (Jared Leto), a transgender 
woman also suffering from the virus. Yet re-

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suits from Ron’s last-ditch effort at prolong- 
ing his life— rebelling against a system that 
only approves use of AZT, which seems to 
have negative effects — adjust his mission and 
perspective. McConaughey is excellent in a 
performance that doesn’t have a big, quintes- 
sential Oscar moment, probably because he’s 
an actor who never overplays like that. It’s 
another highlight in a career rejuvenation 
that’s been a treat to watch. 

As a dramatic counterpart to last year’s 
“How to Survive a Plague,” “Dallas” struggles 
in trying to hit marks of storytelling, social 
consciousness and occasionally funny 
entertainment value. Jennifer Garner plays 
a doctor slowly beginning to believe Ron’s 
skepticism of AZT; it’s the sort of subplotty 
part that may be based in reality but doesn’t 
feel like it. 

Where the film excels is the tension— be- 
tween bigots and their targets, activists and 
the FDA, life and death. Something tells 
me many viewers will respond to Ron’s fight 
against a government that doesn’t always 
hinge on common sense.

Skip law school, collect $1,000 


Local lawyer offering 
‘Anything But Law School 
Graduate Scholarship’

A Chicago personal injury attorney who says 
he’s concerned about the future of the le- 
gal profession has put his money where his 
mouth is —by offering to pay people to not go 
to law school. 

Matthew Widens announced this week 
that he’s launching a $i,ooo ‘Anything But 
Law School Graduate Scholarship” for stu- 
dents planning to go to a nonlegal graduate 
school. 

Widens, who also teaches at his alma ma- 
ter, Loyola University Chicago’s law school, 
isn’t opposed to legal education, though he 
acknowledges some law schools are “pumping 
out more lawyers than there are lawyer jobs.” 

Instead, he said he wants to steer more— 
wed, at least one a year for now— gifted stu- 
dents toward a more promising career path. 



And he’s open about there being a self-inter- 
ested reason, in addition to the publicity he’s 
generating. 

Law school grads with crushing student- 
debt loads and no job offers are launch- 
ing their own practices and taking on 
clients even though they have no expe- 
rience, he said. 

“They’re hanging a shingle and they 
just ready don’t know what they’re 
doing,” Widens said. “From a selfish 
perspective, it doesn’t help the pro- 
fession. It’s a black eye.” 

The law school market has 
started adjusting to the slack in 
demand for attorneys. Appli- 
cations at law schools were 
down 1 8 percent this fad com- 
pared with 2012 , according to 
the Law School Admission 
Council.
